A u tom ob ile M akers C ontend Sta tu te Is

Suits attacking the constitutionality 
of the income tax law have been filed 
in the District of Columbia supreme 
court by John F. and Horace B. Dodge 
of Detroit, Mo ii.. automobile manufac­ 
turers. 
They contend that the law unduly 
discriminates against individuals and 
partnerships iii favor of corporations 
Iii Hie laying of surtaxes aud in per­ 
mitting corporations to withhold from 
taxation such portions of income as 
may be necessary for the needs and 
purposes of their business. 
The latter 
privilege Is not allowed to individuals, 
their bill says. 
W h ile the Dodge brothers appear as 
the only plaintiffs in the suit, it is un 
deratood that tile case is a test suit 
in which all the automobile industry 
is concerned; 
The Dodge bill does not contest the 
constitutionality of an income tax as 
such, but attacks the provisions of tin* 
present law, which, it is contended, 
discriminates in favor of corporations 
as against individuals 
and partner­ 
ships.
